It  follows  that  the  Society  of  Friends  is  a 
name  only,  so  long  as  Quakers  or  Monthly 
Meetings  do  not  feel  concern  for  spiritual  com- 
munion and  fellowship  with  the  larger  body  of 
Friends.  Quakerism,  ideally,  is  a movement 
rather  than  a static  sect.  Christian  ethic,  our 
ability  to  express  religious  values  in  our  daily 
lives,  our  relation  to  the  society  around  us,  are 
deepened  and  regenerated  by  strengthening 
contacts  with  other  Friends.  The  Society  of 
Friends  loses  its  vitality— and  much  of  its  va- 
lidity—as  members  lag  in  contributing  to  its  de- 
velopment. 

I have  been  puzzled  and  concerned  for  some 
time  how  we  can  help  our  new  members  find 
a closer  relationship  to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 
We  fail  in  our  Meetings  whenever  this  lack  of 
personal  relationship  exists  between  individuals 
and  the  Yearly  Meeting.  And  Yearly  Meeting 
suffers  as  a result;  all  of  us  are  the  poorer. 

There  are  those  who  feel  that  most  organi- 
zation regulating  a religious  movement  detracts 
from  the  spiritual  worth  of  the  religious  prac- 
tice. It  may  well  be  true  that  sometimes  we 
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give  more  time  to  the  organization  than  to  its 
religious  content!  But  since  we  have  chosen  to 
join  an  organized  body,  we  are  obligated  to 
make  our  Yearly  Meeting  a worthy  segment  of 
the  Society  of  Friends. 

It  takes  all  members  functioning  in  local 
Meetings  to  create  and  maintain  vital  Monthly 
Meetings.  Every  person  contributes  to  meeting 
for  worship  when  he  attends,  and  every  per- 
son is  equally  needed  in  meeting  for  business. 

Those  Friends  who  feel  disinterested  in— or 
unrelated  to— Alonthly  Meeting  business,  and/ 
or  Yearly  Meeting  affairs,  might  take  thought: 
most  Friends  might  well  prefer  Mary’s  role  to 
Alartha’s  and  devote  themselves  to  matters  of 
the  spirit.  But  we  have  all  assumed  a respon- 
sibility to  care  for  all  Friends  if  we  have  joined 
the  Society  of  Friends.  We  have  tacitly  agreed 
to  give  willingly  of  our  earnest  thought,  our 
time  and  our  money  to  support  the  concerns 
and  obligations  of  the  Monthly  Aleeting  which 
accepts  us  into  membership.  Yearly  Meeting  is 
only  the  extension  of  local  Aleetings’  concerns. 
If  we  all  were  actively  contributing,  as  we  are 
able,  to  our  Alonthly  Aleetings,  a vital  Yearly 
Aleeting  would  follow  automatically. 

Is  each  Monthly  Aleeting  educating  new 
members  to  their  responsibility?  Are  new  mem- 
bers joining  a religious  Society,  or  are  they 
joining  a small  local  group?  Are  all  of  us  cog- 
nizant of  our  obligations?

PEACE  SEMINAR  WORKSHOP 

A peace  seminar  workshop  was  held  in  La 
Honda,  August  25  to  29,  directly  following 
Yearly  Meeting  sessions.  It  was  sponsored  joint- 
ly by  the  Pasadena  and  San  Francisco  AFSC 
offices.  Sixty-seven  adults  attended  full  time, 
and  thirteen  more  participated  for  one  or  more 
days.  About  two-thirds  of  the  participants  were 
Friends,  twenty-five  of  them  from  Southern 
California,  including  several  members  of  Cali- 
fornia Yearly  Meeting.  Friends  were  present 
also  from  as  far  away  as  Tacoma,  Washington, 
Eugene,  Oregon  and  Phoenix,  Arizona. 

Eor  the  morning  sessions  the  participants  di- 
vided into  four  groups  each  led  by  two  discus- 
sion leaders:  Egbert  Hayes  and  John  Le\y,

Catherine  Bruner  and  Olin  Byerly,  Madge  Sea- 
ver  and  Franklin  Zahn,  and  Gretchen  Tuthill 
and  Joy  Elkinton.  The  purpose  of  these  groups 
was  to  encourage  a feeling  of  close  fellowship 
and  the  frank  expression  of  personal  concerns. 

On  the  first  afternoon  interest  groups  got 
together  to  plan  the  projects  to  be  carried  out 
on  the  following  two  days.  One  group,  the  larg- 
est, discussed  the  purposes  of  house-to-house 
interviewing  as  a peace  witness,  as  an  opportun- 
ity to  learn  how  to  talk  to  those  who  do  not 
agree  with  us,  and  as  a way  of  stimulating  the 
community  to  think  about  the  problems  of 
peace.  They  drew  up  a questionnaire  which  was 
used  with  very  good  effect  on  the  two  following 
afternoons.  Interviewers  worked  in  pairs  a n d 
many  who  had  never  done  this  sort  of  thing 
before,  found  it  a very  exciting  and  satisfying 
experience. 

Another  group  made  posters  and  drew  up 
a telegram  to  the  President  thanking  him  for 
extending  the  ban  on  nuclear  weapons  testing 
until  December  31  and  asking  that  the  ban  be 
made  permanent.  This  group  manned  two  tables 
before  the  Co-op  stores  in  Palo  Alto  and  Los 
Altos  for  several  hours  each  afternoon  asking 
for  signatures  to  the  telegram.  Many  people 
signed  and  enough  money  was  contributed  to 
send  several  wires,  each  with  a large  group  of 
signatures. 

Two  other  groups  planned  interviews  with 
six  ministers  in  the  Palo  Alto,  Alenlo  Park  area; 
the  editor  of  the  Palo  Alto  Times;  management 
of  two  electronics  manufactures;  and  a profes- 
sor of  Economics  at  Stanford.  All  of  these  inter- 
views were  carried  out  satisfactorily.  It  should 
be  noted  that  a good  deal  of  the  success  here 
was  due  to  the  careful  and  detailed  arrange- 
ments made  beforehand  by  the  Peace  Commit- 
tee of  the  Palo  Alto  Aleeting  under  the  leader- 


ship of  Georges  Weber. 

Brief  reports  on  these  projects  were  made  to 
the  evening  sessions  before  the  presentations  by 
A.  J.  Muste  and  Sam  Levering  who  discussed 
with  us  the  role  of  a personal  commitment  to 
nonviolence  and  the  necessity  of  developing  the 
conditions  and  institutions  of  peace. 

Alany  participants  felt  that  this  Seminar 
Workshop  had  a balance  of  meditation,  discus- 
sion, and  action  which  broke  new  ground  for 
them,  opening  up  fresh  insights  and  sharpening 
commitment.  It  is  hoped  that  these  insights  and 
the  experience  gained  in  several  projects  will 
be  put  to  work  in  all  the  committees  from  which 
participants  came. 


FRIENDS  AND  DEMONSTRATIONS 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  the  minutes  of  the 
Peace  Committee  of  San  Francisco  Monthly  Meeting, 
presented  to  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  for  con- 
sideration and  discussion.  A number  of  Meetings  whose 
members  are  anxious  to  take  part  in  various  sorts  of 
demonstrations  may  be  helped  by  this  statement. 

“We  are  unable  to  find  any  type  of  public 
witness  or  demonstration  which  all  Eriends 
would  support.  We  feel  such  unity  is  both  un- 
necessary and  impossible.  We  take  the  position 
that  Eriends  can  support  a particular  demon- 
stration under  these  conditions:  a)  when  the 
participants  have  brought  their  concern  to  the 
Monthly  Aleeting;  b)  when  the  demonstration 
is  non-violent;  and  c)  when  the  motivation  is 
the  enlightened  conscience. 

“Although  we  accept  the  fact  that  Aleetings 
as  whole  will  not  engage  in  this  sort  of  activity, 
we  believe  Friends  should  support  participants 
under  the  conditions  we  have  outlined,  by  a 
minute  which  in  some  circumstances  may  be 
made  public,  and  by  more  material  support 
when  legal  penalties  may  cause  the  participant 
or  his  family  to  need  this  kind  of  support.”

EDUCATIONAL  PLANS  AND  PROBLEMS  OF 
UNIVERSITY  MEETING  (SEATTLE) 

University  Meeting  is,  as  the  name  suggests, 
near  the  University  of  Washington— in  fact,  just 
across  the  street.  It  is  among  the  largest  Meet- 
ings in  this  Yearly  Meeting;  there  are  nine 
Sunday  classes.  Occasionally  someone  laments 


its  having  risen  from  the  size  where  everyone 
knew  everyone  well!  But  significantly,  it  can 
still  count  on  neither  Meeting-School  classes 
that  can  be  adequately  planned,  nor  plenty  of 
teachers  with  time  sufficient  to  do  the  job  they 
would  like. 

The  classes  (excepting  the  adult  class)  are 
from  5 to  20  in  size;  unfortunately,  however,  a 
class  of  5 may  be  actually  a class  of  10,  a dif- 
ferent half  of  whom  come  each  Sunday.  Or  a 
good  teacher,  whom  the  group  has  come  to  de- 
pend on,  may  be  unable  to  continue— an  ex- 
ample of  this  being  Dick  Anderson,  who  has 
done  an  exceptional  job  with  the  young  peo- 
ple of  this  Meeting  and  whom  illness  recently 
removed  from  his  position.  Though  he  is  re- 
covering, whether  he  will  soon  again  be  able 
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to  serve  as  he  has,  is  doubtful.  Just  as  some 
people  believe  the  week-day  sehool  teacher  has 
a “snap”  just  sitting  there  talking  to  30  children 
all  day,  lots  of  us  do  not  realize  what  a tre- 
mendous amount  of  time  and  energy  some  First 
day  school  teachers  donate. 

The  eight  children’s  classes  for  1959-1960  are 
as  follows: 

Class  A— ages  1 and  2— no  curriculum 
Class  B— ages  3 and  4— animal  friends 
Class  C — kindergarten,  1st  grade— “friendly  ways” 

Class  D— grades  2 and  3— New  Testament 
(boys)  E— grades  4,  5,  and  6— western  faiths 
( girls ) E— grades  4,  5,  and  6— western  faiths 
Class  F— grades  7,  8,  and  9— world  problems 
Class  G— grades  10,  11,  and  12— experimental  topics 

Sunday  classes  are  all  at  11  a.m.,  meeting  be- 
ing at  10. 

Effort  is  being  made  to  cope  with  the  plan- 
ning difficulties  mentioned  above,  and  to  rem- 
edy the  previous  lack  of  enough  overall  plan- 
ning of  study  topics  in  each  class,  resulting  in 
some  children  having  studied  the  same  subject 
three  years  in  a row,  with  others  never  having 
had  some  of  the  most  important  topics  in  Quak- 
er Sunday  school. 

It  is  now  felt  that  the  most  efficient  way  to 
give  everyone  a comprehensive  program  is  to 
keep  the  children  together  with  their  class  from 
year  to  year,  instead  of  the  previous  system  in 
which  the  oldest  ones  move  up.  For  example, 
the  children  in  the  present  Class  A will  remain 
in  A until  they  graduate  from  high  school,  and 
each  year  they  will  study  some  new  area. 

By  way  of  illustration,  we  will  follow  Class 
B through  several  years.  This  year  they  will 
study  “My  Animal  Friends,”  and  next  year  it 
will  be  “My  Garden  Friends.”  During  1961-2 
it  will  be  “Friendly  Ways,”  followed  by  “The 
Ways  of  Other  People.”  New  Testament  will 
be  studied  in  1963-4,  with  “Personal  Religion” 
following  the  next  year.  In  1965-6  these  chil- 
dren will  learn  about  the  Old  Testament.  The 
next  two  years  they  will  investigate  “Major 
Western  Faiths”  and  then  “Major  Eastern 
Eaiths.”  These  topics  will  be  followed  by 
“World  Problems”  and  “Experimental  Topics.” 
All  classes  will  follow  this  same  progression. 
Of  course  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  modify 
this  curriculum  to  meet  some  unforeseen  fu- 
ture situation. 

The  adult  classes  this  year  are  being  planned 
around  the  following  topics:  personal  religion. 
Sept.  20— Oct.  18;  Quaker  ideas  and  practice, 
Oct.  25  — Nov.  22,  with  reading  assigned  in 
pamphlets  by  Douglas  Steere,  Howard  Brinton, 
Henry  Cadbury,  and  others;  miscellaneous  top- 
ics and  holiday  programs,  Nov.  29— Dec.  27; 
Bible  study  (Genesis,  Job,  Psalms,  Beatitudes, 
Revelations),  Jan.  23— Feb.  7;  the  peace  testi- 
mony, Feb.  14— Mar.  6;  Christian  philosophy 


( mopotheism,  Buber,  Niebuhr,  Tillich,  Dos- 
toyevski).  Mar.  13  — Apr.  10;  social  questions 
(China,  economics  of  disarmament,  choice  of 
vocations,  etc.),  Apr.  17— June  5. 

NEWS  FROM  HERE  AND  THERE 

Santa  Monica  Meeting  has  announced  a change  in 
its  place  of  meeting.  The  children’s  classes  will  con- 
tinue to  meet  at  the  church  building  at  20th  and  Dela- 
ware Streets,  Santa  Monica,  but  the  meeting  for  wor- 
ship will  be  at  the  home  of  Edith  Sperry,  1907  12  St. 
Attendance  at  the  Sunday  classes  has  increased  to  about 
35,  divided  into  5 groups,  and  the  Meeting  has  decided 
to  turn  the  entire  building  at  12th  and  Delaware  over 
to  these  classes.

Charity  Chaffee  of  San  Luis  Obispo  Meeting, 
and  Jane  Stallings  and  Goldie  Harasta  of  Orange 
Grove  Meeting  took  part  in  the  vigils  at  Fort  Detrick, 
in  Frederick,  Maryland,  during  November.  Fort  Detrick 
is  the  site  of  a project  in  germ  warfare  research,  and 
since  July  1 the  Fellowship  of  Reconciliation  has  spon- 
sored a non-violent  vigil  along  the  roadside  in  front  of 
the  installation,  and  in  the  town  of  Frederick.  Hun- 
dreds of  concerned  persons  have  taken  part  in  the 
vigil  for  periods  varying  from  a few  hours  to  many 
weeks.  Among  the  leaders  is  Don  DeVault  of  Stock- 
ton,  Galifornia,  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Ghemistry  and  Physics  at  the  College  of  the 
Pacific. 

The  three  young  women  from  our  Meetings,  with 
their  children,  drove  across  the  continent,  stopping  at 
Richmond,  Indiana,  where  they  enlisted  three  other 
young  mothers  from  the  Clear  Creek  Meeting,  so  all 
six  are  taking  part  in  the  vigil.  In  this  they  have  the 
full  support  of  their  Meetings.  They  could  be  helped 
in  their  work  by  expressions  of  support  from  individuals 
and  Meetings,  by  calling  the  situation  to  the  attention 
of  others,  by  letters  to  magazines  and  papers,  and  by 
our  prayers  and  contributions.
